• Water History 

Continued from pmge one 

annual rainfall and the number 
of active wells extracting its fluid 
i for the rapidly increasing popula¬ 
tion in all the cities now sharing 
its waters, Sierra Madre, Mon¬ 
rovia, Arcadia, East Pasadena, 
etc. Pumping costs also vary ac 
cording to this water level in an 
inverse ratio, but more noticeably 
by the lift above the ground level 
at the well. Sierra Madre water 
distribution is now being pumped 
j from the wells to a reservoir, 

I where another pump boosts it to 
| another reservoir for those who 
| live on higher ground, and the 
higher up any section of consum¬ 
ers live, the more costly it is to 
furnish them water, and if any 
| section of the city lies above the 
level of our tunnels, and becomes 
built over with homes, every day 
of the year their supply of water 
must be pumped, whereas that 
part of the city lying below the 
level of our tunnels gets gravity 
flow and without cost for delivery, 
i Id power, an item of much value 
in establishing water service rates 
‘ and general cost. 

When the Metropolitan Water 
I System was formed, Sierra Mad- 
re was invited to join. Careful 
Investigation into its advantages, 

| costs and objections followed. Con¬ 
clusions reached were that the 
j costs would add greatly to our 
taxes, the water which we might 
receive would have a questionable 
quality in comparison to our own 
: splendid mountain supply and un- 
| der existing conditions we did 
not need such an auxiliary. 

For the entire length of Grand 
j View Ave. the Metropolitan water 
system has a conduit ten feet in 
| diameter, carrying the Colorado 
1 River water to those who belong 
to the organization. That con¬ 
duit in the center of our city may 
! be a guarantee of ours against 
j water shortage in the future, if 
i wo choose to join this colossus, 
hut which would cost the tax pay¬ 
er almost a prohibitive levy. 

An old gardener tells me that 
late August or early September 
is the time to hoe out devil grass. 
Let ft get very dry, dig out as 
many roots as possible, and keep 
water away from those that re¬ 
main for two or three weeks.

Gediman’s talk, illustrated by 
charts showed that sales go up 
when the advertising budget fav¬ 
ors the newspaper columns and 
down when it favors radio com¬ 
mercials. 

“The weight of evidence,” he 
said, “in total result is quite de¬ 
cisively in favor of newspapers. 

Gediman demonstrated that sur¬ 
veys of statistical organizations 
reveal: 

That the average national news¬ 
paper advertisement gets a reader 
rating of 86 per cent more than 
the audience rating of the average 
half-hour evening radio program 
over a national network. 

He said the average national 
newspaper advertisement of any 
size, from 20 inches up, leads ra¬ 
dio by 16 per cent in results. 
Gediman pointed out that in ad¬ 
dition the local newspaper’s 
“most priceless attribute is the 
quality of intense, penetrating in¬ 
fluence in its own community.”

(Serves 6) 

1 Tbsp. gelatine 
Yi c. cold water 
S c. diced pink rhubarb # 

1 Yi c. hot water 
1 c. sugar 

1 Tsp. grated lemon rind 

2 c. finely cut celerj 

Soak gelatine in cold water for 
five minutes. Put rhubarb In 
saucepan with hot water. Cover 
and boil 5 minutes. Add sugar 
and remove from fire. Stir In 
lemon rind, and gelatine. Cool. 
When slightly stiffened stir in cel¬ 
ery. Pour into small molds. Chill 
until firm. Unmold and garnish 
with salad greens. 

TOMATO ASPIC 
(Serves 6) 

2 Tbsp. gelatine 
Yi c. cold water 

No. tVj can tomatoes 
1 medium onion, chopped 
Several bay leaves

1 c. cooked cauliflower,

Soften gelatine in cold water for 
5 minutes. Cook tomatoes with 
onion and seasonings for five min¬ 
utes and strain. There should be 
three cups of liquid. Add soaked 
gelatine and stir until dissolved 
Cool. When beginning to congeal, 
add cauliflower and pour into a 
wet mold. This may be used as a 
garnish or served as a salad.
